nbofkle to read the story of the 
jaiior's diRCornllture. 

"Philippi!" he naid. " That'H 
aip in JllinoiN. IVe been in that 
town," The reading liad a stiaiiKe 
look, out of the usual newspaper 
way. It was MootJy's sermon of 
♦ he nij{hl before. " What rot is 
thisT' asked liurke. Paul and 
Silas — a Kieal earthquake — what 
must I do to bo saved 1* Has the 
a lobe- Democrat Rot to printing 
such stuff?" Burke throw the 
paper down with an oath, and walk- 
ed altout liis cell like a ca^ed lion.

The 
restless fit grew on him. Again 
and again he picked up the paper 
and read (he strange story. If was 
■then that something oaiue into hi.n 
heart and nut its way to the quick. 
"'Twenty 3'eaiH and more I have 
b(u<n a burglar and jail-bird, l)Ut I 
tievei felt like this. What is it to 
tie saved, anyway? I've lived a 
iilog'n life, and I'm getting 
it. If there Is such a God 
preacher is telling al)out, 
it out if it kills nii> to do 
found it out. Towards midnight, 
after hours of lir-oken prayers mikI 
bitter remorse (»V(M' his wasted life, 
Burke learned that there is a God 
who is above and willing to blot out 
the darkest and bloodiest recoi'd. 

Next morning, when Uw guard 
NMinrte Hi'ouiid, Burke ha<l a pleasant 
word -for him, and the guard eyed 
him iif womler. When the sherifT 
oame, Burke greeted him as a friend, 
and told biai bow he had found 
<jJo<1, after r'»H<ling Moody's sermon. 
"Jim," said tlie sherilT to the 
guard, " you'd lielter keep an eye 
on Burke. He's playing the pious 
dodge, and the flrst chance he gets 
he will be out of here." In a few 
weeks Burke came to trial, but the 
ease failed and he was release<l.

Seeing 
that his siiiblurred feaiirres were 
against him, he asked the Lord "if 
He would make him a tietter look- 
ing man, so that he could get an 
honest job." Somethintf or some- 
body really Hiiswcwed the prayei-s, 
for Moody said a year fr-om that 
time when he met Burke he was as 
tine a looking man as he knew. 

Shifting to and fio, wanting much 
to find steady work, Burke went to 
New York, hoping far from his old 
liHunts to find an honest labor. He 
did not succeed, and came back to 
St Louis much disconraired, t)ut 
still holdiim fast to God. One day, 
there came 11 niesaagw from the 
sherilT that he was wanted at lire 
court hou.se, and Biirke obeyed with 
a heavy heart. 

"Some old case they've got 
against me," he said; " l)ut if I'm 
guilty I'll tell them so; I've done 
with lying." 

The sheriff greeted him kindly. 
" Where have yon l>een, Burke?'' 
"In New York." 
" What have you been doinjf 
there?" 

"Tr-yingto find a decent job." 
" Have you kept a good grip on 
the religion you told me about?" in- 
quired the sheriff. 

" Yes," answered Burke, looking; 
him steadily in the eye, "I've had 
a hard time, sheriff, but I have not 
lost my religion." 

It was then the tide Itegan to turn. 
" Burke," said the sheriff, " I 
iiave had you shadowed every day 
you were in New York. I suspected 
that your r-eligiorr was a fraud. 
But I know you've lived an hones*, 
Ciuistiuii life, and I have sent, for 
you to offer yon a deputyship under 
me. You can begin at once.' 

He began. Steadily the old bur- 
glar went about his duties, until men 
iiigh in business bexan to tip their 
hats to him, and to talk of him at 
their clubs Moody was passing 
through the city, and stopped off to 
meet Burke, who loved nol)o<iy as 
he did the man through whom he 
was tonverted. Moody found him 
in a room in the court hou.<»e serving 
as guaid over a bag of diamonds. 
Burke sat with the gems in his lap 
and a eun on the table. There was 
*12,000 worth of diamonds in the 
sack. 

" Moody, " said he, " nee what 
the grace of God can do for a 
burglar. Look at this ! the sheriff 
picked me out to guanl it. " 
Then he cried like a child as he 
held up the glittering stones for 
Moody to see. 

Years afterward, the churches of 
St. Louis were waiting for the 
coming of an evangelist; but some- 
thing happened and he did not 
(!ome. One of the pastors suggested 
that Valentine Burke lead the 
mei'tings. Burke led night after 
night, and many hard men of the 
city earne to hear him, and rnanj' 
were turned from lives of crime to 
<!lean Christian living. 

There is no more beautiful or 
pathetic story thdn that of Burke's 
gentle and faithful life in the city 
where he had been chief of sinners. 
Moody t,old me of hie funeral, and 
how rich and poor, the saints and 
the sinners came to it ; an<l how the 
liig rniMi of the city could not say 
enonitti over the ooffln. And to this 
day there are a few in that city 
whose hearts soften with tenderness 
when the name of the burclar is 
recalled. 

When I was a lioy an old black 
"mammy "used to sing for me a 
song witli the words like these: 

" ThroiiKh nil the depths of sin and loss. 
HInks the plummet of Thy cross." 
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(Often Mtsuse<l lu Law Practice and 
where.) 
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Tliose who look to llie law i)ro- 
fession for a livelihood may " ihank 
their lucky stars" that the average 
layman, disregardiuiP " precept up- 
on precept," stumbles on in the 
misuse of the English language, 
since such misuse, exemplified in 
home made contracts, deeds 'and 
wills, affords much litigation, with 
attendirrg fees. But words are Ihn 
lawyer's and the judge's tools, and, 
if either does not know how to use 
them, he endangei-s his own sire- 
cess and the interests of those de- 
pendinu upon his acts and judg- 
ment. " Here one poor word a 
hnndreil clinches makes," Thi-ee 
faults frequently found in laniruat'e 
u.sed in ilip Irtw are tautology, pro 
iixity and the use of inappropriate 
words. All three of them disci edit 
the offender intellectually to a great- 
er or less exent ; l>ut the last men- 
tioned is the most grievous, iu that 
it frequently results in disastrous 
litigation, especially in cases of 
contracts, deeds and wills. To 
illustrate : Mathews iu his " Words: 
Their Use and Alruse," |,ell8 of an 
Rnu;lish woman, who, desiring to 
leave her clothing, etc , lo a servant, 
described them in her will as " per- 
sonally," and nnwiitingly included 
in her t>equest near ly $50,000. 

"Wor'ds and I'liiases Judicially 
Dedned," with its I.3fl,00b 

(lefliiitions, i>4 a monument to lili 
gallon which has resulted from the 
inaccurate use of the English lan- 
guage in contestable forms. 
Many of the following exanples o' 
misused words have lieen found by 
the writer iu briefs and opinions 
filed in courts of last resort ; 

Ural estate is not "bequeathed"; 
personalty is not "devised," and a 
testamentary donee of personalty is 
not a "devisee." 

One's main calling is not his 
"avocation," and his secondary 
occupation is not a "vocation." 

" Balance" is Improperly used to 
denote the " remainder" of a thing 
when part is taken away. 

A " depositary" Is one with whom 
a thing is dept>siled ; a " depository" 
is a place of deposit. 

"Party" is not a synonym of 
"person," its meaning Ireingi-esl riot- 
ed to one who participates in a cau.se, 
action, contract, etc. 

"Providing" Is often improperly 
used as a conjunction, instead of 
"provided." 

" Deceased" is commonly mis- 
used todcsiguHte a decedent, though 
authorized by the dictionaries aa a 
noun. 

When properly used, "vendor" 
implies a sale of real estate, and 
" seller" a sale of per-sonalty. The 
best usage appi'oves " buyer" as 
designating one who acquires per- 
sonalty, and " purchaser," ns de- 
signating one acquiring real estate, 
rendering " vendee" obsolescent. 

Some appellate opinions recite 
that the "case" is affirmed or re- 
versed when ol)viously "judgment," 
"decree" or "or-der" is meant. 

A lienor is one who holds, and 
not one who creates a lien. 

" Elect" implies a vote, generally 
po|)ular, though sometimes more 
restricted, and is not synonymous 
with "appoint," or other modes of 
filling positions. 

"Marital" is properly applied only 
to th'> husband's relation, while 
" matrimoniar' may be used re- 
specting liim or the wife, or the 
marriage relation generally 

"Seller's lien" is fi-equenlly mis- 
used to denote the iuUueat of a seller 
of chattels under H contract teserv 
inu title until payment of the nrice. 
"Relator" is improperly used in- 
sfeail of "relatrix" where the quasi 
plaintiff is a woman. 

" Accused" is more appropriate 
than " defendant," in speaking of 
one charged with an offense, in that 
it implies a criminal case. 

" Per," being a Latin preposition, 
is properly Joined with Latin worvls 
only: " Per diem," or " for a day"; 
" per annum," or " for a year," 

One migrating from a country is 
an " emigrant;" one migrating in- 
to a country is an " immigrant. " 
" Appellant " and " appellee " 
should not be irse<l to denote parties 
to a writ of error. 

A decision ruay "conflict" with a 
decision of a oo-or-dinate or inde- 
pendent court, but can not "over- 
rule" It. 



"Et al ," though brief, is ambig- 
uous, in that it does not indicate 
whether "and another" or "and 
others" is meant. "Et als," is a 
monurel, being Latin on its mother's 
and English on its father's, side. 
In one stale appellate court "etc." 
is required to do the duty of "and 
another" and "and others" in the 
title of cases. 

Property is not divided "between" 
several persons but "among" them. 
An offer "o do an act is a 
"proposal, "and not a "pr-oposition." 
Money is "lent" and not "loan- 
ed." 

An utterance by word of ruouth 
is "oral," while anythiuir written or 
spoken in words is "verbal." 

A 'judgment may be for " more 
than," but not " over," a particular 
sum. 

" Plead" is improperly used in 
the past tense. 

"Relative" is fetter then "rela- 
tion," in speaking of one's kindre<l. 
'■Number" is not synonymous 
with " several." 

A trill of sale of " my black and 
while horses" does not transfer all 
black or all white horses, while a 
bill of sale of " my Irlack and my 
white horses" does 
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■>ln<>nppl<>s. 

I'jiieajiples grow in warm coun- 
tries. 

A great many pineapples grow on 
small islands south of Floi-ida. 
Sometimes 4,500,000 are sent from 
these islands during one year 

There are a great many pineapples 
rai.sed in B.ihama Islands. 

Pineapple plants grow about 
three feet tall. They have stiff 
shaip-pointed leaves. Only one 
pineapple gmws on each plant. 
After the fruit is cut the plant dies. 

The pineapples have no .seeds. 
Small limbs, called slips and 
suckers, grow from the top and 
and bottom of the plants. 
People t>lant these and they 
grow into fine plants in a year and 
a half. 

Ten thousand slips can be planted 
in one acre of land. Nearly all of 
them will grow well. 

In England one pineapple often 
costs $5.00. Do you know why? 
Because it is hard to carry the fruit 
so far. It is very easy to spoil. 

The pineapples sent to us are not 
ripe when they are cut. We never 
saw any ripe pineapples Ripe pine- 
apples ar-e soft and can be eaten 
with a spoon. They are very deli- 
clous. 

It is very hard to out the pine- 
apples, because the leaves are very 
sharp. The weather Ih very hot. 
Negroes out the fruit. They* wear 
canvas trousers, leather gloves and 
cowhide boots. They also wear 
moqsuilo netting over their hats. 
The negroes can not walk in the 
pineapple fields, because the plants 
are too close together. They have 
to slide along on their feet and push 
the leaves aside. 

The men cari-y long-bladed 
knives that are very keen. They 
cut the fruit with them. They put 
it into large baskets. A basket will 
hold about six dozen pineapples. 
They are carried far away from the 
fields and shippe<l to the United 
States or to other countries. — Ex.

Your favor of Feb. 28th received, 
informing me of the practical defeat 
of the bill to convert the Nebraska 
School for the Deaf into an Oral 
school by legislative enactment. I 
congratulate you and the deaf of 
Nebraska most heartily on the sue 
cess of your efforts. 

I also wish to thank you for call- 
ing upon the N. A. b. for aid in 
this matter, and if our help has been 
of any assistance I am very glad of 
it. I think this is the kind of work 
which very properly comes within 
the province of the N. A. D. 
While this bill was clumsily drawn, 
and easily defeated, similar measures 
are likely to come up in different 
states from time to time. The local 
deaf, especially those connected 
with the schools for the deaf, are 
more or less restrained by personal 
considerations from taking: active 
part in such a fight. But the Na- 
tional Association can ' ' pitch in' ' 
without fear or favor, and render 
substantial service to the cause of 
the deaf. 

Nebraska is to be congratulated 
on having such a wide-awake 
Alumni Association, and such 
progressive deaf citizens. We- need 
just such members in the Natioual 
Association, and I hope that a large 
number of you will become mem- 
bers of the N. A. D. 

I note what you say about hold- 
ing the next convention in Omaha. 
I have a warm feeling for Omaha, 
as I used to live there for several 
years. But I think it is too near 
Colorado Springs to entitle it to the 
next convention. But it will surely 
get one at some future time. When 
the Ex. Committee takes up this 
question, the claims of Omaha will 
be presented as well as those of other 
cities that have offered to entertain 
the convention.

COVBRNOR UaNUKV OF iNDtANA. 

In an address to the gradviatitig clas.s of 
the Indiana School for the Deaf, June 12. 
1907, published in the American Anuals of 
the Deaf for January, 1908, Governor J. 
Krank Hanley .sjioke in part as follows: 

" 1 am glad, I atu profoundly glad, t hat 
we are getting away, in Indiana, from the 
thought that the school for the etlucation 
of the deaf and the school for the education 
of the blind are charitable institutions. It 
has been my privilege to do what I could 
to instill that thought into theutindsof oar 
people. I hope it may reach a conviction 
in Indiana. I want to say again that all 
may hear, that this is not a charitable in- 
stitution. It is an e<lucational institution. 
It is the State's effort to do its duty by you, 
as it is doing its duty by the normal boy 
and girl. To me it ts an incomprehensible 
thing that the State shonld give to a child 
possessing all the natural faculties, the 
opportunity of a conimon school and a 
hi^h school education and deuy the 
pnNnlege to another child who lacks some 
of these faculties, who is unable to hear, 
who is unable to -speak — deny to him an 
equal opportunity, and .say to him, 'what- 
ever we 00 for him is a gratuity, a charity, 
and not a matter of right that you mav 
ask.' It is incomprehesible to me. It is 
not right, and the people for years have 
made a great mistake in this resjiect. We 
are getting awav from it in Indiana. This 
today is an educational institution, and 
hear me. it is going to Ije a greater one 
tomorrow." 

Law In Inoiana. 

The Indiana Legislature has by law de- 
creed that ' ■ said schools for the deaf and 
for the blind shall not be regarded nor 
classed as benevolent or charitable institu- 
tions, but as educational institution of the 
Stall- ■ ■ " ■ ".IS such. "

Rvery normal child is entitled to a free 
education. We do not have to pay to send 
our children to the public schools nor to 
the high school. Not even in the large 
cities, where the poor children are furnish- 
etl with breakfast, does anyone think of 
calling our public schools charitable. 
Then, gentlemen, in the interest of fair- 
ness, why should you look upon the deaf 
of your State as objects of charity and speak 
of our school as a charitable institutiou ? 

ii">m is a free educa- 
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feel what offends it. The verdict reaU 
with the best and most enlightened. Our 
statesmen will surely judge, and their 
judgments will not often be wrong. 

About two years ago, the educated deaf 
and their friends throughout the country 
were making an aggressive campiagn 
against the ruling of the Civil Service Com- 
mission when all deaf persons were refused 
the right to take examinations for positions 
which they could fill and were filling at the 
time. Such a storm of indignant protest 
was arousetl that the ear of the President 
was finally reached and he ordered a rever- 
sal of the decision— giving all deaf per- 
sons the right to compete for positions in 
the governmental service where deafnesa 
war no bar. This is all that the deaf want, 
or that we who are interested in them are 
asking for. We simply want to Me them 
have a " square deal."

ASSOCIATION OF THK DSAK. 

The following resolutions were adopted 
by the National Association of the Deaf, in 
convention at Norfolk, Va., July 4-6, 1907 

" Resolved, That schools for the <W 
should not be known and regarded, nor 
classified, as benevolent or charitable 
institutions. On the contrary, they should 
be known and regardetl, and classified, as 
strictly educational institutions, a part of 
the common school system of the State 
under the advisory supervision of the 
regularly constituted school authorities, 
instead of being supervised by wards of 
charity, legislative benevolent committees, 
and the like, which lends to foster a spirit 
of dependence in the pupils and marks 
them as the objects of charity, wards of 
the State, . etc., which they are not any 
more so than children with hearing who 
attend the public schools. 

" Resolved, Tliat we enter ourvifoions 
protest against the constant association 
and comptarison in conventions, assemblies 
of whatever nature, and in published

nate mental, moral andtphysical degeneracy 
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At the regular meeting of the 
Cleveland Clericus held at Trinity 
Cathedral house on Monday, Feb 
ruary 6th, the following resolutions 
were adopted regarding the death of 
the Reverend Austin W. Mann. — 

Whbreas, In the Providence of 
God, the Cleveland Clericus has lost 
one of its members by the death of 
the Rev. Austin W. Mann ; be it. 

Resolved, That we hereby briefly 
record our hearty appreciation of 
our departed Brother-in-Christ, es- 
teeming him most highly for the 
many Christ-like virtues set forth in 
his life and work so zealously con- 
secrated to the Master, He was a 
Priest of the Diocese of Ohio for 
thirty -four years and labored in this 
field and that much larger field — the 
Middle West- as General Mission- 
ary to deaf-mutes, as a most tireless 
servant of Christ and his Church, 
his work necessitating traveling 
thousands of miles each year to min- 
ister to the great silent membership 
of the Church Militant. 

Resolved, Further, that we extend 
our deepest sympathy to the bereav- 
ed widow, and in this way to the 
luany congregations who are thus 
bereft of a Pastor and a sincere fritad, 
and that a copv of these resolutions 
be sent to " Church Life."

Since no hee<l was paid to 
them by the .young men, no maltei 
what they said, tiiey finally l)ecaini' 
used to speaking in their natural 
voices. 

" Isn't it funny. Belle," said 
Grace, " to be talking aliout people 
before their faces and Ihey not l)e 
ing able to hear a word ?" 

" There's a fascination about it, ' 
replied the other. " Do you know, 
I am possesseii with a desire to say 
soinetliing I wouldn't have them 
hear for the nniveise." " Why 
so?" 

" Oh, on account of tlm novelty 
of the thing. Didn't you ever say 
all sorts of things to some deaf per 
son ? " 

" Yos, indeed. My aunt Marga 
ret is deaf as a post. I delight to

R. L. Gray, editor of tlip Rich- 
mond Virginiayi, in a leceni issue 
of that paper, welcoming the meet- 
ing in liial city of the Dihtrict Grand 
Lodge of the indopenilent Order of 
B'Nai B'Rill), |)iiys the following 
just and handsome tribute to the 
Jewisli race:

" Disraeli spoke in response to 
tlie lash of a tau/it as to his Semetic 
Descent. He spoke in anger and 
laid on the whip. But what he 8ai<l 
was not only thetriilh, but, so far 
as history knows and present exeri- 
ence may piove, the truth eternal, 

"The Jew is not apt to boast of 
his liltie blood. His way through 
lif(* is one of the monuinents of 
huinl>len<'HS and tlu^ Iriuinph of 
ailHptHl)llity. lie is the niasiei of 
the world's trade and commerce, 
handful among the people of the 
world an he is. His ways among 
men are the democratic ways of 
mcuiey-making. lie knows that in 
the worldly equation llie unjust pre- 
judices in which he is held by Ihe un- 
thinking inassean be Imltered d(»wn 
only l)> the power of weallli. So il 
is that the Jew, the race of students, 
the race of literateiirs, among which 
th(s poetry of life and Ihe ideals of 
religion have rtouriniied as s(;arcely 
among any olhei |)eople, has run 
upon a commercial <lesliiiy. " The 
Jew does not boast of his l>lood and 
his history. He lives them. Apait 
from his contact with the world hcf 
nourishes and keeps pure Ihe old 
faitli, the old pride. He keeps the 
Mood pure, his history green. His 
wcunen are his pride, their viitue 
the jewel of Ihe race. What the 
Jew thinks of the new peoples 
among whom his tragic national 
history lias forced him to dwell 
U|)oii terms of competition in which 
all the odds me against him; what 
is his private opinion of lliose who 
in fortune are apt to castigate him 
and in inihfortiine to beg his aid, 
only his character aud his antece- 
dents may suggest. For the Jew, 
high or low, rich or poor, is too 
inich of a diplomat to tell. Free 
from malice, holding to the faith, 
minding his own biisiness, and 
running thiougli the mixed waters 
of life lik(s Moiiio cieai mountain 
stream in the current of a muddy 
river, lie is and will remain Ihe 
admirable enigma of (Mvllization." 
— The News and Observer. 



DOCS THAT WEAK SHOES 

The dogs that wear shoes are the 
Eskimo dogs. They do so only 
occasionally, and then not on ac- 
count of the cold, for these shaggy 
animals will be comfortaide and 
frisky when a man would freeze to 
death. The New England Farmer 
tells why they wear them at all, and 
gives some other inteiesling items 
about them. The dogs do all the 
work of dragging and carrying which 
in tliis country falls to the horses, 
and trotting over the rough ice of 
the mountain passes his feet soon 
lieconie bruised and sore. Then 
his driver makes him noft little 
moccasins of buckskin or reindeer 
skin and lien them on with stout 
thongs of leather. In this way he 
will travel easily until his feet are 
thoroughly healed up. Then he 
bites and tears his shoes with his 
sharp wolf teeth and eats them up. 

Womlerful animals are these 
dogs of Alaska I Although tlioy are 
only little fellows — not more than 
half the size of a big Newfoundland 
—Ihey sell from *7« to $200 each 
more than an ordinary horse will 
soli for in this eoiiiitiy. Tliey will 
draw two hundred pounds each on 
a sled, and lliey are usually driven 
in teaiiiN of six. They need no lines 
to guide them, for they readily obey 
the sound of their master's voice, 
turning or stopping at a word. 

Hilt the Eskimo dogs have their 
faults. Like many boys, Ihey are 
oviu'-fond of having good Ihingn 
to eat. (Consequent ly they have to 
be watched closely or Ihey will at- 
tack and devour stores left In their 
way, especially bacon, which must 
be liiiiig out of their reach. At 
night, when camp Is pitched, the 
moinent ii blanket is thrown upon 
the ground, they will run into it and 
curl up, and neither cuffs nor kicks 
suffice to budge them. They lie an 
close to the men who own them as 
possible, and the miner cannot wrap 
himself no (dose that they won't get 
under the lil/mkel with him. They 
are iniman too in their disiuclina- 
tion to get out In the morning.

The side-paths of thiit familiar 
.section of aristocratic Manhattan, 
known as Sixteenth Street West, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
resounded with the tread of some 
three hundred deaf people, Sunday 
last, on their way to St Francis 
Xavier's College, all anticipating 
with evident pleasure the meeting 
with the distinguishe<1 Jesuit and 
warm friend of the deaf, Rev. F. A. 
Moeller, S. J. And at this writing 
the consensus of opinion is that all 
three hundred were satisfled with 
the honor accorded them of raeetiuK 
and shaking hands with Chicago's 
Director of the Catholic deaf. The 
Sodality Hall, wherein the reception 
was held, was Just about taxed lor 
seating capacity. Perhaps this was 
fortunate, as had the weather been 
less Chicago like, it is doubtful if 
there would have been stan<ling 
room available, oonsidoring those 
present represented only the ailolt 
deaf. 

With a few words, to the point, 
and spicy enough to put all in good 
humor, Father McCarthy made the 
Introductory remarks, followed in 
turn by Messrs O'Brien, Sylvester 
J. Fogarly, James F. Donnelly, 
Patrick Kelly and John M. O'Don- 
nell, each speaker varying in his 
remarks on the lont; line of Jesuit 
Fathers, who had taken up the deaf- 
mute cause, the work of some, 
particularly of Father Moeller, anci 
referring to the result of his labors 
in the West, and of the universal 
esteem in which he is held by the 
promiuent deaf of the country. 

A choir of young ladies, includ- 
ing Misses Teresa McCarlliy, Miss 
Edna Power, Miss M. Staas, Miss 
Mary and Bertha Lambertson, 
gracefully signed a hymn to the 
Sacred Heart, and were accorded 
deserved recognition. 

Father Moeller then made his 
<tebut, and had a hearl-to- heart 
talk with the members of Father 
McCarthy's congregation. He evi- 
dently knew what was wanted of 
him, and mentioning names o( 
(eaohers prominent in the cause of 
Catholic education. 

Fatlier Moeller gave a brief de- 
scription of his w<irk and progresa 
in Catholic alTairs in Chicago. 

He referred to the proposed fra- 
ternal organization, and said he 
had not yet given his full consent 
to act as the chaplain. He had 
advised the originators to go slow, 
and there seemed to be a hitch as to 
the advisability of admitting deaf 
women as members. 

He congratulated the New York 
deaf on having such an able and 
devoted pastor in the Father Mc- 
Carthy, and intimated they would 
he shown only a reciprocal spiiit by 
standing solidly behind such a 
worthy leader. 

Afmr there was Benediction, by 
Father Moeller assisted l>y Fr. Mc- 
Carthy and two young a<'olytes. 

In the evening a reeeptioii was 
given him at the Xavler Club, which 
was attended by a biff crowd, and 
was made famous by Father Moeller 
giving a One lecture, illustrated 
with •om* •uporb nUrooptioou views 



which he had brought along. The 
concluding views were reproduc- 
tions of Colorado and the N. A. 
D. 's last convention group, with 
the democratic features of Presi- 
dent Veditz standing out all by it- 
self, as also the Pike's Peak photo 
from Editor Hodgson's little camera, 
showing Bob McQregor standing 
alongside Fathers Moeller and Mc- 
Carthy. 



Tl)e .series of Lenten Lectures 
provided by the Vicar and Curste 
of St. Ann's Church on Wednesday 
and Friday evenings have been 
most interesting and helpful.

While the amounts are small, 
they are not to be despised, and a 
determined effort and persistent 
work will soon bring in the f 10,000 
needed to complete the fund.

Rev. Mr. Keisei held the close 
attention of his audience Saturday 
evening wtien he gave his reading 
"She," at St. Ann's Church. So 
interested were the audience that he 
has promised to give " Ayesha," the 
sequel to "She," at an early date. 



The sermons given out by Rev. 
B. A. Elz<is, labbi for Hel)rew deaf, 
at Temple Emanu-El, 43d Street 
and Fifth, on Friday evenings, 
have l»een unusually interesting and 
instructive. The Hel>rew deaf 
would do well to peruse the extract 
from Rev. Klzas's Purim sermon, 
given below, which was preached 
last Fri<lfty : 

When Esther was first called 
upon to take steps toward deliver- 
inir her people, she wavered. She 
tliought of herself and feared to in- 
cur danger. But Mordecai assured 
her that if the decree of extermina- 
tion were carried out against the 
Jews, she would not escape ; it 
would become known to what race 
she belonged, and even her high 
position would not save her. 

Let those of our coreligionists 
who to-day have gained entrance 
into hiirher social ranks, remember 
this. They sometimes think to save 
themselves annoyances resulting 
from anti-Jewish prejudice by deny 
lug their religion and cutting them- 
selves off from their people. But 
this does not save them. It is 
known where they belong, and the 
stigma is attached to them also. 
Indeed, even greater contempt is 
shown for them, for their desertion 
is looked upon as cowardice. 

The world despises nothing so 
much as cowardice and treachery, 
but honors courage even in an 
adversary. 

So ought those who by their capa- 
city or ability have gained a high 
rank in the world, not deny their 
own, even if a stivma does attach 
to the Jewish name. They should 
be willing to share the hardships of 
their loss fortunate brethren make 
some sacrifice of self for them. 
The higher their rank and the 
greater the esteem in which they 
are held, the more they can do, 
and therefore the more faithful 
they should be.

Wliat Our "Youthful Ancstors" Read. 

The earliest English bbok for 
children was "The Babies' Book; 
or, A Little Report of How Young 
People Should Behave" The horn 
books existed in Elizabeth's reign. 
The writing was covered wtth a 
sheet of horn i-i order to protect the 
lettering from contact with dirty 
fingers. 

The chapbooks contained most of 
the familiar nursery rhymes and 
stories which have ap{>t»rtaineil to 
nursery lore for generations. They 
exhibited very crude wood cuts, 
often daubed with inappropriate 
color, and the commonest paper as 
a rule was used. They were hawk- 
ed about by the chapman or ped- 
dlers. 

They served to per|>etuate such 
familiar ditties as " Sing a Song of 
Sixpence," which dates from the 
sixteenth century; "Three Blind 
Mice," in use, with music. In 1609; 
•• The Frog and the Mouse," in ex- 
istence in 1580, and *' Girls and 
Boys Come Out lo Play," which was 
sung by the villagers in the time of 
Charles 11. ; " Little Jack Horner," 
we know, is older than the seven- 
teenth century, and last, but not 
least, " Lucky Locker," the tune 
from which originated " Yankee 
Doodle." 

A few of what were called " bat 1 1»»- 
dore books" have been handed 
down to us. They were three- 
leaved oartls, which were folded np 
into oblong pocket shaped volumes. 
These taught reading and numerals 
in the dame schools in town and 
country. The little gift books, as 
they were called, adorned on the 
outride with gilt Dutch paper 
colore<l flowers, were much prized 
gift books of that perlo<1. — Bal- 
tifttnre American.

On one of my social calls at the 
Capitol >)uilding, the territorial 
superintendent of public education 
turned over to the writer a batch of 
literature relating to the deaf 
which had been sent to hi.s office 
by interestefl parties, and among 
them, I found an interesting hook- 
let with illustrations, describing 
first the teaching of the blind-deaf 
in F'rance and then the work of the 
purely oral method in Knrope and 
Ameiica 

The most inteiesting part of it 
was rt cla.as under instruction l>y an 
entirely new method in the school 
at Fredericia, Denmark, that is a 
cross between the oral and manual 
melhwls. It is called the *' Iland- 
Mouth Sj'slem," which aims to aid 
the child lip-reader by indicating 
on the fingers the hidden tnove- 
ments of the vocal organs It 
might be an adaptation of Prof. 
Bell's symbols of visible speech on 
the fingers. It was probably de- 
signed to make the teaching of 
speech and lip-reading easier and 
quicker, and for that object it is 
very commendable, for it may l)e 
said of the purely oral method, for 
all it'^ usefulness, that life is short 
and art is long. Anything that 
will help to save time and labor in 
the oral method will be of great 
benefit to the deaf. If not signs, 
then something else. A saving of 
time and eflfort is abs<»lulely n»ceH- 
sary in the use of that method, if 
the ordinary branches «f an 
education are not to be neglected, 
and having almost perfected their 
method, to a degree of usefuliie.s 
to the deaf, it is np to the teachers 
of that method to devise ways and 
means to shorten the lime spent on 
it, especially as it has come to lie 
an important part of onr education- 
al system. 

At the head of the booklet, the 
eye was greeted with a beatififnl 
sentiment printed aw folhiws — 
'* Tliere is no struggle in the his- 
toiy of education more heroic than 
the emancipation of the deaf." — 
CoUier'8 Weekly. 

Who was the author. One 
might suppose from the place 
where I found it — on an oralist 
work — that the heroic emancipation 
of the deaf from the siirn 
language might have been 

meant, but the phraseology indi- 
cat>ed that ignorance and lack of 
education are referred to as the 
monsters from which we have been 
rescoed. 

This valuable and interesting 
pamphlet was accompanied by a 
letter from Dr. A. L. E. Crouler, 
(the only fly in the ointment) who 
signed himself as President of the 
American Association to promote 
the Teaching of .Speech to the Deaf. 
The object of the plausibly written 
letter was to urge a snbscrif»tion to 
the Volla Keviev), the organ of the 
association, a duty that would 
ordinarily be performed hy either 
Superintendent Booth of the Volta 
{bureau or Dr. F. K. Noyes, editor 
of the VoUo Revieu), who have 
favored me direct with all such 
literature and have, I have no 
doubt, acte<l like gentlemen, while 
all the questionable work is done 
by an apoatate, for as all history 
shows, converts barning with fiery 
zeal Clare do more than honest men 
of the same party won Id.

It iH proposed to create a inemoiiaJ 
to the late Rev. ThoinuH Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Pariab 
BuihJing for St. Ann's Church for 
Dcaf-Muten. The prenent Church 
in Hitualed on 148th Street, just west 
of AmHtt^rdain Avenue, and is built 
Komo twenly-flve feel back from the 
line of the itrcet to permit the erec- 
tion of anch a building au above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of rellKiouH and aocial life amounHt 
the Hilent peoplea. Dr. (lallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of thin builitiuK, which 
would have oomplet«d the church 
with which his nan«j han alwayo 
been asNociated.
